“We use a 
lot of gravel, and we could use a 
lot more, in opening up new roads, 
as well as: fixing up those, which 
need repairs, This gravel can be 
loaded on the town trucks 
about 15 cents a yard, which means 
that we will be getting over twice 
as much gravel for ofr money, ana 
probably ng some trucking 
costs, too!” The TM's eyes gleam- 
ed as he spoke, 

Your reporter went up and in- 
‘ed the proposed gravel lot. It 
ached by a woodland road, off 
the ‘Andover Road. 

In the middle of what is known 
to some of the older residents of 
Wilmington as Nod Pond, where 


the old mill pond once flooded 
seventy-five acres of land,, and 
near where the Wilmington 


Pumping Station now stands are 
some gravel hills, about 40 feet 
high, maybe 500, feet long, and 400 
feet wide, at their greatest dim- 
ensions. 

Nearby are other pits, one own- 
ed by an Steensburg, and an- 
other owned by Benevento, Both 
of these-pits provide exeellent gra~ 
vel, and from material which was 
laid down at the same time, in 
glacial history, as that of, the 
town's proposed pits. 

‘There is no reason to doubt that 
the town will have an excellent 
supply of gravel, at this pit. Not 
only that, but your reporter esti- 
mates that there is 190,000 yards 
‘or more, in this place, enough to 
last the town for a long long’ time,
